this Interval, no Man ever fappoted 
or fuggefted that the Balance of 
Power could be fupported any other 
Way than by the Support of the 
Houfe of Auffria; but as foon as it 
was known, that a large Body of our 
Troops were ordered to prepare for 
going abroad, and that our Govern- 
ment had refolved to engage openly 
and vigoroufly in the Support of that 
Houfe, thofe very Gentlemen who 
had before declared fo openly in fa- 
vour of this Meafure, began to ex- 
claim againft it, and to reprefent it 
as an arrant Piece of Knight Er-

‘The only 
ueftion is, whether it be a Meafure 
which our Minifters feem refolved to 
Uu purfue.

purfue. If it is, it mutt be spay 
If it is not, it muft appear to be 
right in the Eyes of every Man who 
has a Mind to be thought a true 
Friend to the Oppofition. This, 
Sir, is the Criterion, and, I am a- 
fraid, the only Criterion, by which 
moft Gentlemen judge of publick 
Meafures, till fuch Time as his Ma- 
jefty thinks fit to give them fome 
Share in the Admuniftration; and 
from hence we may eafily fee the 
Reafon why the Support of the 
Houfe of 4u/fria was formerly fo 
ftrongly recommended, and why it 
is now fo much decried; but, I 
hope to be able to thew, that it is 
now as unreafonably decried, as it 
was before unfeafonably recommend- 
ed. 

When the King of Prufia’s At- 
tack upon Si/efia was firft commu- 
nicated to his Majefty by the Queen 
of Hungary, we were under no En- 
gagement, nor was it our Intereft to 
declare openly and immediately in 
Favour of either. It was certainly 
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penly, but their Fear of our being 


able to form a powerful Confederacy 
upon the Continent againft them, 
In this Situation, Sir, we were 
obliged to manage with our utmot 
Dexterity both the Courts of Vieng 
A and Ber/in, in order to prevent either 
of them being sicechiad to throw 
themfelves headlong into the Arms 
Of France. If we had talked to 
the Queen of Hungary in the Lan- 
ge fome Gentlemen infift on we 
fhould : If we had peremptorily told 
B her, that we would give her no .\f 
fiftance, unlefs fhe agreed to the 
Terms offered by Pru/fa, it would, 
very probably, have provoked her 
to accept of the Terms offered hen 
by France, and to join with the 
two powerful Nations of France and 
C Spain in a Confederacy againt u:, 
which would have drawn after it 
fuch a Number of the Powers of 
Europe, as would have made any 
Sort of Oppofition or Reiiftance on 
our Part impoffible.

tack us at Sea; and if they fhould 
once become our Matters at Sea, 
their numerous Land Armies would 
foon make them our Matters at 
Land, both in our Plantations in 
America, and even in Britain and 
Ereland.

And enquired into certainly it. maybe, 
unlefs fome Intereft prevails among us, 
equal to that of a Dutch Burgomafter, for 
fcreening of Wrong, Whether it be the 
Intereft of each refnedtive Father or Friend, 
who fcreens his Son or him he has recom- 
mended, or whether it be one grand Intercft 
that fereens the whole Iniquity, it is e¢- 
qually injurious to the Commonwealth, 
and fhould, by the Commonwealth, be 
equally oppofed and refented. 

To make War a Jobb only (which 
would in Effect be the Cafe, if 2n Army 
were kept abroad only to pocket another 
at home) is fomething more. horrid, and un. 
natural than any other Kind of ‘Treachery 
againit the People. .To jobb im Contraéts 
and Treaties is the old Art, that has only 
met with fome Improvement of late Years : 
No Lives are loft in fuch Jobbs, and if a 
little Honour is expofed, the Nation’s 
whole Stock is not irrecoverably loft. But 
a military Jobb, which keeps upon Paper 
and in Purfe a Part of the Army that is 
nominally in the Field, is making an a@tual 
Saer:fice of the poor Wretches who are ac- 
tually in the Service, and with it of the 
Glory that might have attended the Ope- 
rations of the whole Complement. 

And yet that fuch Jobbs have been 
made, might be proved from a great many 
Inftances, hefides that of the States Gene - 
ral in 1665... Our own War in Spain dur-
